The Pamous Document With Its Historical Signatures 
Practically a Blank Sheet of Parchment.

"•©cable” thing the famous Declaration 
of Independence Is no more. The utlr- 
rlug text and tbe signatures of the 
members of the Continental Congress 
have faded away. Tills precious docu¬ 
ment is preserved In a cabinet in the 
State Department library, but K,ls now 
practically nothing more than a large 
sheet of parchment oil which no legible 
writing appears. I*art of the word* 
“Declaration of Independence." which 
war* written in large letters with many 
onuuu- ut.nl flourishes, are decipherable. 
Not a signatuie is visible to the nak©d 
eye. One hardly discernible stroke of 
John Hancock’s pen is all that remains 
of tils bold and vigorous autograph, 
which he purposely made large as t«»

The declaration Is preserved In a 
narrow drawer, glass covered, which 
slides In a steel safe with heavy double 
doors locked by a heavy combination. 
After its removal to the State Depart- 
mervt from'Independence llall in Phila¬ 
delphia. where the Continental Con¬ 
gress held Its e?ss«dfi «»n July 4. 1776, 
the declaration was placed in a glass 
case and exposed to the view of visit¬ 
ors. Owing to the strong light to which 
It was subjected It began to fade and 
was then removed to the drawer In 
which It is now preserved. The fading 
continued, however, until now the noted 
document is nothing more apparently, 
than a more Hank sheet.

POSED CHANGE IN SCHOOLS. 


CONDEMNED BY PHYSICIANS. 


Say That Present System Is the Most 
Healthful For the Little Oues. 


WHAT THE PARENTS SAY. 


Opposition to the proposed change 
from one to two dally sessions In public 
s< hools of the city Is now thoroughly 
aroused. Since the first agitation of 
the question which dates from the time 
that Superintendent E. H. Mark de¬ 
clared that he personally favored such 
a change, there have been a vnnt num¬ 
ber of protests against it by parents, 
children and teachers in all parts of 
the city. In fact, it appears that the 
great body of all persons who are most 
vitally interested In the well being of 
the public school* arc a unit in favoring 
the one-session system as it now pre¬ 
vail*. 

• • • 

Physicians Oppose a Change. 

At a meeting of the Society of Phy¬ 
sicians and Surgeons held last right at 
the Willard Hotel, resolutions ivere 
adopted condemning the proposed 
change became the hours ns they ex¬ 
ist at present are much mure conducive 
to the health of the children. Many 
expressions from parents, both verbal 
and written, protesting against the 
change have been received at the office 
of the Courier-Journal since the mat¬ 
ter first came Into prominence. From 
these expressions. It In evident that If 
the two-scsslon system went Into ef¬ 
fect It w’ould disarrange the domestic 
plans of every household In the city. It 
would prevent a great many children 
w ho lake special lessons In music, art. 
etc., from attending to this work and 
above all It would deny the great bulk 
of children a sufficient time for health¬ 
ful recreation, breiklng up afternoon 
gymnasium classes. 

It further appears that the parents 
are generally satisfied with the prog¬ 
ress their children are making ir: school 
ami that all they ask it that they l>e 
left alone and allowed to gi t along as 
well ns they have been doing.

! tiibllfthment of the Superior Court, of 
i Common Pleas Courts. Chancery and 
< umln.il Courts throughout the State, as 
' hod prevailed under the former Constltu- 
I tlon. and to secure a uniform system of 
Circuit Courts In all the counties. By 
' Section 110 this coutt had such appellate 
Jurisdiction as may be prescribed by law. 
By Section 126 the Jurisdiction of the Cir¬ 
cuit Courts remains as then established, 
subject to the power of the General As¬ 
sembly to change It. The same pro¬ 
visions nre made by Sections 131*. 111. 142 
and 14*1 for the Inferior courts. The Gen¬ 
eral Assembly was. therefore, expresslv 
authorized to regulate the Jurisdiction of 
nil the courts of the State, ami could 
grant or withhold Jurisdiction In con¬ 
tested elections as It saw fit.

In Co mnlsslonem of Sink n;? Fund v*. 
Oeorge. 2b R.. Xfh. it was determined by 
this court that under n.ir Constitution 
the Legislature may i*e empowered by 
law to elect subordinate officer* for the 
State Government not named Iri the Con¬ 
stitution. That decision Is In accord 
with the great weight of auth >rity nml 
the settled practice In this State. lung 
recognized by this court. In Taylor vs. 
Commonwealth. 3 J. J. Marshall. 401. the 
only question decided was that an order 
appointing a clerk was not a Judicial or¬ 
der from which no appeal could b* taken. 
Nothing more than this was »>eforo the 
court or considered The other cases 
cited in the majority opinion from this 
Stat* are equally Inapplicable The Leg¬ 
islature of this State for > ears before the 
adoption of the present Constltutlon had 
elected not only the Librarian, but the 
Warden of the penitentiary. At that time 
the Librarian wits ex officio custodian of 
the public grounds and buildings. Th»* 
office of caring for the State's library Is 
no more within the province of the leg¬ 
islature than the Judiciary or executive. 

Jt stands on the same plane as other of¬ 
fices created for the preservation of the 
property of the State, such as the Keeper 
of the Arsenal, the penitentiary nnd the 
like. But more than this, since the pres¬ 
ent Constitution was adopted the Legis¬ 
lature created the office of Custodian of 
Puddle Grounds, taking tJhes© duties from 
the Librarian and authorizing this court 
to elect the officer. Certainly the Cus¬ 
todian of th* Public Grounds Is not more 
peculiarly within the province of the L ff- 
Islaturc Gian any other Inferior office 
created by law. If the election of such 
officers Is peculiarly an executive net. 
and not within the power of the legis¬ 
lative department, though conferred by 
law. It Is equally not within the power 
of the judiciary. Yet this court, without 
dissent, appointed the present Custodian. , 
and he Is now holding under that np- I 

B ointment. The Circuit Courts of the 
late and the County Courts have both 
from time Immemorial exercised the 
power of appointment. 

But. although a large part of the ma¬ 
jority opinion Is devoted to this question, 
ft doos not. In fact, arise In this ease, 
nor was It made, as we understand. In 
the argument. The acts of a de facto 
officer are valid between third persons, 
however Invalid they may be so fur as 
be Is concerned. The Election Commis¬ 
sioner* who sat upon the board which 
determined the election contest before 
us hud been regularly adjudged by this 
court to be entitled to the office. iF'oynt* 
vs. Shackelford. 21 R. 13211 i They quali¬ 
fied under the authority of that decision, 
assumed possession of the office and dis¬ 
charged their duties under it. Whether 
that Judgment was or^jueous Is Imma¬ 
terial. It was the ufTl 4 1 set I lenient of 
the question by the highest tribunal to 
which It could l>e taken; appellee had no 
other recourse than to make hi* contest 
before the hoard as thus constituted. Tis 
members-were, at least, de facto • •Ulcers, 
and the validity of their appointment 
cannot be assailed In n collateral pro¬ 
ceeding between third persons for the 
purpose of establishing the validity of 
their official acts This Is In effect con¬ 
ceded by the majority opinion; nnd It Is 
difficult to perceive why the court di*- 
OUUii d at such length or undertook to de¬ 
termine i question not before It. 

Tt Is also Immaterial that one or two 
of the commissioners had on a previous 
ocnslqn expressed an opinion as to the 
lew of the case. For If such were the 
rule, six of the Judges of this court 
would be Incompetent to sit In this case, 
snd in n large part of the milts In the 
courts the regular!v-elected Judges would 
be nnahle to preside. 

Another Objection Unavailing. 

The objection that the hoard threw 
out certain votes and thus reached tho 
conclusion that appellee had received th 
highest number of legal votes is equally 
unavailing: because the quest Ion before 
the board whs. which of th- two candi¬ 
dates had received the highest number 
of legal votes. This question they decided 
In favor of appellee. If they had Juris¬ 
diction to decide nnd did decide, then 
however erroneous their reasons may 
have been, their decision Is none the less 
valid. No principle Is better settl'd than 
that a Judgment cannot be attacked col¬ 
laterally. because bad reasons were given 
fur It In determtoging which of the two 
candidates had reeelv«d the higher number 
of Icgwl votes the board of necessity had 
Jurisdiction to disregard votes that were 
not legal and to count only the legal 
votes. The counties bear the same rela¬ 
tion to the State In a State election as 
the precincts do to a county in a county 
election, or the counties to u district In 
the election of a Reprem ntattv«* In Con¬ 
gress In a number of cases decided un¬ 
der the present statute this usirt bar 
upheld the throwing out of n precinct or 
recognized this power In tb*- roiuitv 
Boards where the votes were not legally 
cast. I.eemon vs. Hinton. lffmv.. 40 and 
Com. vs. Jones. 10 Bush, 7X!» arc explained 
and held not to conflict with this rule. 

<Wilson vs. Hines. 90 Ky.. 2*4; Major vs 
Barker. W Ky., 310; Banks vs 9«rg.ani. 
30 R.. 1027; Creech vs. Dh\K 21 R.. 327.» 
The I louse of Representatives of the 
United Htates has also uniformly exer¬ 
cised this power and Its right to throw 
out entire counties where the votes were 
not legally cast hns.

The Question Remaining.

hear the contest, and on this question 
the counsel for appellant have mainly 
rested their case. * 

Previous to ISM the only constitutional 
officers In the 8tato elected hy the people 
were the Governor, Lieutenant Governor 
and members of the General Assembly. ! 
The Constitution itself provided how • 
contested tdcctlons of these officers should 
be determined. The Constitution of 1850, 
which made a number of other offices 
elective, contained In Article 4. Section 14, 
relating to this court, this provision: 

“The General Assembly shall direct by 
law the mode and manner of conducting 
and making due return to the Secretary 
of State of all elections of the Judgts and 
Clerk, or Clerks of the Court of Appeals 
and of determining contested elections 
of any of the officers.** 

In Article 8, Section 24. this provision 
was made: 

“The General Assembly shall provide 
by luw for the trial of nny contested 
election of Auditor, Register. Treasurer. 
Attorney General, Judges of Circuit 
Courts and all other officers not other¬ 
wise herein spec ill* d 

Under these provisions the General As¬ 
sembly created boards for the determi¬ 
nation of contested elections and made 
their decisions final. [See Stanton's Re¬ 
vised Statutes. Chapter 32, Article 7.) The 
validity of these statutes was upheld by 
this court In Butman vs. MeOowun, 58 
Ky., 532. The court said: 

“A board Is to be constituted as pre¬ 
scribed by the statute -to examine the poJI 
b(K>k* and Issue oert.fi cate a of cie:..on. 
Another board Is to In* u-ganlzed in tne 
case of a contested election for determin¬ 
ing the contest bt-Vwcvn the claimants. 
Upon this last mentioned board th* h»,w 
devolves the duty and conft r* the power 
of deckling who is entitled to the office. 
The courts have no right to fuljod'cate 
upon these questions or to decide such 
contests. ♦ • • The decision of the con¬ 
testing board Is mode final and conclusive 
by the statute. By this pro vie.on the 
legislature evidently Intend*-1 to accom¬ 
plish a two-fold purpose. A si**dy and 
summary mode of deciding rains of con¬ 
tested election and ileiermfrUng finally and 
conclusively which one of tho claimant* 
\ca* cntHtcd to the office was very .m- 
portant. and to effect this bbjmn tho 
organlxariun of this board was provided 
for. Another object equally Important 
ivas to withdraw these contests from the 
Jut-In.jlatlo-n of rbe courts." 

This decision was uniformly adhered to 
and It was held not only that tb* statu¬ 
tory remedy wtts exclusive, but that In 
the absence of a provision of law appli¬ 
cable to particular esse no contest could 
be made. (Clarke vs. Rogers. 81 Ky.. 43; 
Rroadus v*. Mason. 95 Ky., 421; Stine vs. 
Berry, 96 Ky.. 88.) The statutes w**re 
revised In 1873 and the okl law was re¬ 
enacted as to contested elections with the 
exception that In the ca.»e of county offi¬ 
cers the Judgment of the county I'ooifSL 
board wa> not made final, but an appeal 
was allowed from their d« '.-Ion to the 
(*irouft Court, and from thence to this 
court. The county hoard* were often not 
qualified to puss Intelligently on the ques¬ 
tion* presented, or free from local preju¬ 
dice. So In the exercise of legislative dis¬ 
cretion it was thought proper to except 
these minor contests out of the rule and 
to leave State office* os before 
• • • 

Provision of New Constitution. 

Thu* stood the law when the Consll- 
tat Ion of 1W1 was adopted, wh'ch substi¬ 
tuted for the provisions %ve have quoted 
concerning HecUons In the Constitution 
Uten in force the following: 

“Except as otherwise herein expreo^ly 
provlikv), the General Assembly shall have 
power to provide by general law for the 
manner of voting, for ascertaining the re¬ 
sult of election*, and making dm* returns 
thereof, for Issuing certificates, or com- 
tnlflsloii?*. to all person* entitled thereto 
and for the trial of contested elections. 

It Is perfectly manifest that thl? provis¬ 
ion was itvtenHk-d to take the pla*e of the 
two provisions quoted frotii the former 
Constitution. Certain coolest* are ox- 
i-fe-si> provided for by th** Const! tut'on 
and certain regulations are made us to 
the manner of voting, and, therefore, th* 
section opens with the word*. “Except as 
otherwise herein expressly provided. * It 
Is a familiar rule of const motion that 
where an old provision of law. which hud 
a well settle) Jud‘1 tt 1 construction.

Courts Never Exercised Jurisdiction. 

It Is said, however, that the present | 
Constitution differs front the former In 
this that by Section 1(H) the Judicial 
l>ower rtf the Commonwealth Is vested In 
the courts established by the Constitu¬ 
tion. nnd that by Section IK the legis¬ 
lature Is forbidden to establish courts 
not provided for by the ConstUutl tn But 
j If the constitutional convention .had de¬ 
signed to change the plenary power of 
the Legislature on the subjtet of rite 
tlons, which It hud always enjoyed and 
w’ae expressly continued by Sr- tlon la»). 
they would certainly but lmve done so In 
any such uncertain w«»y as this. For It 
must be remembered that up to this time 
the jurisdiction of the courts of Ken¬ 
tucky over cases of contested election* of 
Slat•• officers hud always been taken 
away. the courts bad never cxercfs*-d 
this Jurisdiction and the legislature had 
always cuntroIUrd the SUoject, and this 
«‘Oittr«d w.'* *»xfire*3»ly continurd by S*c- 
Lou 153. It Is evident that Scctlou ilk* 


In the absence of any constitutional 
provision, the courts at common law had 
Jurisdiction by quo warranto to hear and 
determine the title to office and deter¬ 
mine which of twd claimants had been 
elected, t McCrary on Elections, Sec. 
289, 380; Cooley on Constitutional Limita¬ 
tions. 787.) What, then, could have been 
In the mind of the convention In fram¬ 
ing this section of the Constitution, un¬ 
less It was intended to clothe the Legis¬ 
lature wdth the power to create special 
hoards so as to secure a speedv deter¬ 
mination of such contests aa had been the 
rule In this State then for forty years? 

This construction of tho Constitution 
has »K*en followed by the executive, legis¬ 
lative and Judicial departments of the 
State ever since Its adoption. By Section 
245 the Governor was required to appoint 
three commissioners to revise th* statutes 
of the State to, the end that they should 
conform to and effectuate th** Constitu¬ 
tion. The Governor appointed three 
learned lawyers, two of whom were mem¬ 
bers of tho constitutional convention. 
They prepared and reported to the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly an eluboruto new act reg¬ 
ulating elections so as to conform to the 
changes mad** by the new Constitution. 
But the article on contested elections 
they left as In the old law. This General 
Assembly, which has since been known 
aa the Long Parliament, and contained 
not n few of the members of the consti¬ 
tutional convention and some at the best 
talent of the State, adopted the net with¬ 
out change as to contested elections, and, 
although there w:u» much discussion about 
the change* Inaugurated by tne Consti¬ 
tution. no objection was made to the ar¬ 
ticle on contested elections. Some years 
afterward tho Legislature again revised 
the law. and again readopted the old pro¬ 
visions aa to contested election* in sub¬ 
stance as they were before.

Highest Court Has Approved. 


Certainly tills legislative <xm*(ruction of 
th#* ConwtltinRm aioquleaccd In by the peo¬ 
ple of the State Is entitled to re-rpef*;. 
No* only ro, but this court unequivocally 
took the same view and considered that 
the W*u settled rule under the ohi Con- 
slit utlbn as to ctmtested eleottorra wos 
still In force nnd that the matitie creat¬ 
ing special boards for tthelr determina¬ 
tion was valid. In Steel vs. Mead 9s t<\ 
014. the appellee Am i the appellant* were 
candidate* for the office of Clerk of Hit- 
Circuit Court of Boyd eounty a.l th- No¬ 
vember election, 1892. the tint election 
b« ,il under the new ConsMtutloru M*a 0 
the appellee, received the eertm»*ate of 
the cttnvoHe'ug board. Steel, the appel¬ 
lant. who wan the forumbeni, refu*r<f 10 
surrender the office on the ground that 
he had received the mom votes, ur.d wa* 
sued for the possession of the office by 
Mead. Judgment w«* given against him 
and he appealed. 

The Judgment was affirmed on the au* 
ttwrlty of Sttne vw. fbrry. -*i K\.. GL 
Now. that case arose tinder the old Gocu 
stltuilon and was tin- last ca«»e on the 
subjeert umh*r It to come before this 
court. There the court raild: 

“We understand and so adjudge that 
the statute In regard u> contested elec¬ 
tion* for State rind county offices is ex¬ 
clusive and ttuiit w'hen u mode of contey-t 
la provided In a city charter fV>r contest¬ 
ing the election of city officer* It excludes 
any otJher remedy Such statute* are 
enacted, with remedlea providing for the 
apeedy determination of such questions 
and to take from the courts all original 
supervisory power over such contest* ** 

Following thin rule In Steel v* Mead, 
under the present Constitution the court 
said: 

“If the canvassing board improperly 
performed Its duty then the writ of man¬ 
damus was the proper remedy, hut if It 
d<!d so property according to the return* 
before It. the remedy of the appellant 
was by inaugurating a oonteat before the 
proper hcanJ as provided by statute in 
mon onset* That tbe can vasal rig tx>ard 
fully performed 11s duty ho* been deter¬ 
mined by this court In Houston vo. Btee| ( 
98 Ky.. fiW. And that the excCudve rem¬ 
edy provided In ouch cases for Invalidat¬ 
ing or Impeaching the certificate of the 
canvasser* was by a eontawt before the 
prop* r board ls settled In Stine vs Ber¬ 
ry.

Upheld In Other Cases. 

Tim ruling of the court, therefore, up¬ 
holding and enforcing the statute, was the 
only tenable ground upon which the af¬ 
firmance could be placed, and It was 
rested by the cotirt solely on this ground. 
This case was followed by Wilson v*. 
Hines. W Ky., 221. whore the power of the 
County <^ontest Board to annul the cer¬ 
tificate given by tb* canvassers was dis¬ 
tinctly upheld. 

In Strong vs. Jones. 19 R., 121IS, Jones 
contested the election of Strong to the 
office of Jailer, and, the Contesting Board 
having dvoided against him. he took an 
appeal to the Circuit Court, hut failed to 
execute his appeal bond within the 
sixty days. us required by the 
stalub.

In 
Anderson va. Likens. 30 R., H01. the ques¬ 
tion of the power of tho court In contest¬ 
ed election cases was dlrectlly Involved, 
and after saying the Circuit Court had 
no Jurisdiction, this court gave the fol¬ 
lowing reason for Its decision:

I* by ap|H*a) to the Contesting Board, evi¬ 
dently intend*d to lx* Invested with Ju¬ 
dicial functions; thence hy appeal to the 
Circuit Court; thence to the Court of Ap¬ 
peals." 

It* Booe vs. Kenner, 20 R.. 1343. the court 
was earnestly appealed to to overrule An- 
derton v*. Likens, and It Was insisted 
that, relying upon a previous decision of 
this court, the appellee had not gone be¬ 
fore the Contest Hoard, and that If that 
decision was overruled h«* would lose his 
case, as the time had then expired for 
then going before that hourd, but. not¬ 
withstanding this earnest appeal, this 
court held It "a wiser and sounder rule 
to let the appeals to the courts follow the 
action of the Contesting Board," thus up¬ 
holding the statute. All these decisions 
were unanimous, and are conclusive that 
this court recognized tho rule obtaining 
under the old Constitution as still In 
force under the new. 

It has been suggested that these de¬ 
cisions are not In point as to State con¬ 
tests, as they all Involved county offi¬ 
cers and an appeal was allow.*.I from tho 
County Board to the courts. This distinc¬ 
tion cannot be maintained. If the Legis¬ 
lature could not create a special tribunal 
to hear the contest, but only tbe courts 
could hear It, then In Steel vs. Mead the 
appellant should not have been turned out 
of court, and in Strong vs. Jones the Judg¬ 
ment of the board was void and might 
have been Ignored. So In Booe vs. Kenna, 
If the appellees were not compelled to go 
before the County Board, they had lost no 
right by not Instituting their contest.

All Recognized Legislative Right. 

The point In all these eases Is that 
they recognized the right of the legisla¬ 
ture to create the hoard and confer upon 
It Jurisdiction exclusive of the courts. The 
fact that an appeal ll«»s In certain rsee* 
does not affect the character of the power 
exercised by the board. Under It* power 
to regulate the Jurisdiction of the courts 
the legislature could allow or disallow ap¬ 
peals ns It saw lit. The Judgment of a 
tribunal without Jurisdiction Is a nullity.

glma provision. To llhmrate: Five Judges 
of the L’nlted State* Supreme Court we»e, 
by on at* of Congress, made members of 
a commission to determine a contested 
electtoo of President o*f tho United States 
hi the year 1877. The.v» five Judges when 
sitting as a part of that cofmninflon could 
not cxetvi.se |iowner conferred on the Su¬ 
preme Count of the ITpRed States *1- 
inough they constituted a majority of tbo 
Justices and could exorcloe such power 
when sitting In that capacity. 

In Colorado the CV>n*Otu<ion is substan- 
l-ally the same as In VJ glnla. except that 
the clause relating to contested elections 
authorizes the I^egialaturo to prescribe by 
law before what courts or judge* i*isca 
of contested election.* shall be determined. 
The Legislature authorized the City Coun¬ 
cil of Denver to determine finally upon 
the election of Its members and the stat¬ 
ute was upheld. (Da-rrow vs. People. 8 
OoL. 417.) 

In Texas where the common law Juris¬ 
diction of the courts by quo warranto U 
not recognized, it Is held that the settle¬ 
ment of an election contest Is a political 
question of which the court* have no Ju¬ 
risdiction, and that the legislature can¬ 
not confer this Jurisdiction upon the 
court* without constitutional authority 
to that effect. (Williamson vs. Lane. 52 
Tex., 335; ex parte Whitlow. 59 Tex.. 273.1 
In Louisiana whore the action or quo 
warranto does not prevail It Is held that 
the courts have no Jurisdiction over these 
political matters without express legis¬ 
lative authority. (State vs. Judge, 13 l.a 
Ann., W; State vs. Police Jury. 41 Ija 
A nn , 881.* But In the States where the 
common law Jurisdiction of the courts 
by quo warranto exists It seems to be 
held without exception that the courts

Is also recognized. The latter remedy Is 
lurid cumulative and not to oust the 
courts of their Jurisdiction unless such 
Intention Is sntlsfkctnrtlv shown hy the 
statute.

The decision in this case is very' far- 
reaching In Its consequences. From the 
beginning In this State th* City Coun¬ 
cils have been mad* the sol* Judges of 
the eligibility and election of their own 
members. This was well known to the 
< onsMtutional Convention. Th* Legisla¬ 
ture has continued these provisions In 
the laws passed since the uuriptlon of the 
present Constitution for the government 
of the cities of the State. iSe* Kentucky 
Statutes. Secs. 2771. 3013. 3267. 348H. 3635. 

The statutes as to all six classes 
of cities and towns are substantially th* 
same. Such statutes exist In nearly all 
the States and are upheld. They are all 
unconstitutional under the rule now laid 
down by the court, though their valid* 
ily lias never been assailed In this State, 
»o far as J am aware. The same provision 
Is made by luw In regard to th* School 
Board In many localities, and It bus not 
been supposed that contests In these mat¬ 
ters could only be settled In the courts. 
The public Interests require a speedv set¬ 
tlement of such contests to the end that 
the public business may be conducted. Ju¬ 
dicial processes are entlrelv inadequate 
remedies. 

By Section 4417. Kentucky Statutes, the 
School Superintendent ls empowered for 
certain causes to remove nny Trustee or 
teacher In his county' upon five days* no¬ 
tice of the charges against him. and by 
Section 4453 be is authorized to summon 
witnesses and hear testimony. The valid¬ 
ity of these statutes was recognized by 
this court (Mathews va. Rogers. 21 R.. 
90G: Superintendent vs. Taylor. 30 R.. 1241.) 

By Section 2616. Kentucky St at mi's, the 
Board of Health Is authorized to revoke 
a physician's certificate. Th* provision 
was held bad for Indefiniteness, but tbe 
power of the Legislature to pa*s a defi¬ 
nite art Is recognized • Mathews vs. 
Murphy, 02 S. W.. 66; Driscoll vs. Com¬ 
monwealth. 93 Ky.. 398.) 

These and many other statutory provis¬ 
ions. which are generally upheld In this 
country, would s**m to be unconstitu¬ 
tional under the rule now announced by 
the court. It is submitted that no man 
who voted for the adoption of the present 
Constitution and none of Its framers had 
such a result In mind.

It may be safely aaserted. therefore, from 
the authorities that th* result of an elec¬ 
tion ls a political question properly with¬ 
in the sphere of the legislative branch of

It has l>o»*n uniformly held by this court 
that tin* County Commissioners must pass 
upon •!>•* fll!*put*«l ballot* which are re¬ 
turned to them. (Houston vs. Steel. 14 
Ky.. 5W; riooc vs. Kenner. 20 11. 134.n 
lu passing upon these ballots they per¬ 
form prroloely the same function as tho 
content board which hears the ca«e where 
their decision Is no! ncqulosced In. If 
th*' contest board exercised judicial func¬ 
tions. then the County Commissioners In 
passing on the disouted ballots also ex¬ 
ercised these functions. Yet It has been 
expressly held that the county canvass¬ 
er* must exercise this power If the 
legislature may create one txmrd to p iss 
on the** ballots nnd m.'dce their certificate 
prlma facie, why may It not create an¬ 
other board to review Its action and pro- 
vhi** thut the QortlficgUt "f the county 
canvuss«*rs shall not be evidence after 
a decision by the second board? The 
legislature is given by the Constitution 
pt*nar> j»ower, not only over the subject 
i of elections, but the Jurisdictions of the 
courts which nre established by the Con¬ 
stitution. nnd if It saw fit to confer upon 
no court Jurisdiction to revise the Action 
i of th* second board, lute tt not simply 
exercised a discretion expressly con¬ 
ferred upon It?

Legislature If Supreme. 

An s< t of the Legislature will not be 
declared void by tbe courts In a case of 
doubt. The State Legislature Is supreme 
in political matters, except where by 
plain languug* or necessary Implication 
|x»wt*r Is withheld by the Constitution. 
The Legislature in tbe act before us fol¬ 
lowed h policy obtaining In this State 
since it* organization to keep out of the 
courts theaA political questions. The pro¬ 
vision that th*» Judgment of the board 
should be final Is of necessity an exclusion 
of Jurisdiction In the courts to review the 
action of the board, nnd the Legislature, 
having power to fix the Jurisdiction of the 
court* and t«» provide for the trial of 
contented elections, wu* authorized to 
continue tile policy that was as old as 
the fltnre Itself. So It was that this court, 
tn Purnell vs. Mann 2*> R.. 1146. held the 
act in question constitutional. This opin¬ 
ion was written by Ghlef Justice I-ewls.

Question Ag'nin Raised. 

Soon thereafter h* retired from the 
bench, uiul the question <»f the rvalidlty 
of the Ai’l was again directly raised in 
poyntz va. Shackelford, 21 R.. 1323. and 
Sweeney v*. <’»*ult*r. 22 R., H*.'. The pur¬ 
pose of establishing a Gnurt of Appeals 
in to secure not only uniformity, but sta¬ 
bility III the laws of the land. The de¬ 
cision* of the court determining what the 
law of the State Is are the basis upon 
which the life, lll»erty and property of 
the citizen depend and the business of 
the State Is conducted. The purpose of 
the C'uuitltiitton In creating the court ls 
to secure the people of th* State against 
uncertainty of the law. so that they may 
know their rights. The law of the land 
is not to depend upon the personn*! of 
the court when a case comes before It. 
for If such were the rule no one could 
know what the law of any case would 
be until it w.ie decided. The rule of stare 
11 crisis hinds the court, and the law of 
the land, as settled by previous decisions, 
is a* obligatory on it as on other depart¬ 
ments of the Government. l*nd*r this 
rule a question expressly determined by 
the court, and then again twice affirmed 
aft* r h change In Its membership. Is set¬ 
tled where ihes* dtdiloM follow a pol¬ 
icy long recognlsod and a number of 
previous decisions of tbe court. 


The fnr-seeing men who formulated the 
policies of the State hy their talents and 
patriotism rendered It Illustrious. No 
sadder Illustration of their wisdom In 
keeping political questions from the Ju¬ 
diciary can be given than the history of 
this court for the past ten years. In a 
number of decisions, rendered unani¬ 
mously, th* power of the Legislature to 
create boards to settle election contests 
was upheld and recognized. These de¬ 
cisions were followed by the Legisla¬ 
ture In the enactment of the statute In 
question continuing the policy that had 
so long existed In the State. The Hct was 
obnoxious to many, who claimed that It 
was unfair In its provisions, then on all 
questiona as to Its validity the court di¬ 
vided and stood four to three For four 
yours the majority opinions followed the 
previous rulings. These decisions are In 
accord with the great weight of author¬ 
ity elsewhere, and are not in conflict with 
anything that the court had before de¬ 
rided. Now. after a change In the con¬ 
stitution of the court, by the same vote 
Of four to three, all this is overturned 
nnd th* op|w>nlte conclusions established. 

it would he an Interesting study to 
count up how many statutory provision* 
long recognised as valid, ure declared 
unconstitutional by the opinion now ren¬ 
dered. and hot\ many previous decisions 
of this court it disregards or overrules. 
The declaration of the court that arbi¬ 
trary power can exist nowhere In the 
Stub* under the Constitution ls heartily 
acquiesced In: but on this ground It is 
maintained thut the opinion of the court 
Is unwarranted and beyond the authority 
conferred on It by the Constitution.

GOVERNOR SIGNS 

QUINN’S DEATH WARRANT. 


December 20 Fixed As Date For 
Hanging Murderer of Police¬ 
man John T. Oram. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Nov. 21—[Special.]— 
Gov. Beckhatn this afternoon signed the 
death warrant of Reuben Quinn, the 
Boyle county negro murderer of Police¬ 
man John T. Crum, and fixed Friday. 
December 20. as the day of his execu¬ 
tion. The hour of the execution is to 
he fixed by the Sheriff of that county. 

The official document reads: 

Commonwealth of Kentucky—Executive 
Department: 

Whereas, it ls represented to the under¬ 
signed. Governor of the t^ommonwealth 
aforesaid, that Reuben t^ulnn was at the 
April term. 1901. of the Boyle county Cir¬ 
cuit Court, adjudged guilt)' of the crime 
of murder, and was by said court sen¬ 
tenced to be bunged hy the neck until 
dead: and 

Whereas, by reason of an appeal prayed 
l»y the said Reuben Quinn to the Court of 
Apiieals. th* said judgment of the Boyb- 
Circuit Court was not executed on said 
day and 

Whereas, the undersigned has been In¬ 
formed by the Clerk of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals that that court being sufficiently ad¬ 
vised, had found no error in said Judg¬ 
ment of said Boyle Circuit Court; 

These, therefore, are to command tha 
Sheriff of Boyle county to take from the 
Jail of Boyle county the said Reuben 
Quinn on Friday, the twentieth day of 
December. 1901, and. within some In- 
closure convenient to said Jail, hang him 
by the neck until lie shall be dead, be¬ 
tween sunrise and sunset of naid dsv, and 
tn the presence of not exceeding fifty Per¬ 
sons. and you shall notify me forthwith 
how you have executed this writ.

A Rope For Quinn. 

A rope which the Sherlffof Anderson 
county procured for the execution of 
Holly Stratton, whose punishment was 
afterward commuted to life imprison¬ 
ment, w ill be used In the execution of 
Reuben Quinn, and the scaffold erected 
at renceburg for the hanging of 
Strutton probably will be secured. Th* 
hanging of Quinn will be the first legal 
execution In Boyle county In thirty 
years. 


Montlcello, Ky.. Nov 2L—[Special.]— 
Another large well is added to the group 
at Runny brook. Strubbe, No. 3. of the 
Kentucky and Tennessee Oil Company. 
Is flowing and will settle down to three 
hundred barrels a day after the flush.

The effects of the nitroglycerin 
shooting at Sunnybrook cannot be gen¬ 
erally stated at this time, but one im¬ 
portant point has been settled.

Doubts and difficulties are too many In 
the case of the Somerset Oil Company's 
wells to admit of any speculation* re¬ 
garding the result of the shooting wells 
In that district that have done good 
work and become prematurely enfeebled.

Difference of Opinion. 

Oil men say. under exact conditions, 
that If Somerset, No/ 1. which has 
dwindled Into a small well, and the 
Somerset, No. 3. which almoat collap*ed 
from a 100-barrel well In the stretch 
of a day or two. were not helped by 
nitroglycerin, while Geary Oil Com¬ 
pany's No. 1 was helped: that the Som¬ 
ersets had aJi the oil that was coming 
to them. This would not argue well 
for either the life, width or continuity 
of the Sunnybrook pool. To offset thi*. 
doubt of the duration of the life of 
Somerset. No. 2. is a living evidence 
As Its number implies, th!« well was 
drilled second, and almost ns soon as 
No. 1, and very much sooner than N«>s. 
3 and 4. Yet No. 2. now seven months 
old. Is a better well than she was at 
the start, and she has had some phe¬ 
nomenal spurts. She Is still doing stead¬ 
ily 260 barrels a day. Somerset, No. 3. 
wu* pumped off after the allotting, and 
not showing noticeable improvement, It 
is too early to say that she has not 
been improved. Arrangements have 
been made to have it pumped for a few 
days to test It. Capt. Geary affirms 
that the well was shot when she deliv¬ 
ered her oil. Outsiders who pretend to 
have mad* minutes and to have kept 
! a log of the operations liav^ (Jiff 
' figures. They claim that It was the well 
that dropped from a hundred barrels a 
day to almost nothing. Expert* thought 
f certain that it had been pari fined by 
having the pumping outfit too close to 
the rock, thus drilling the rock dry 
and permanently sealing It up. Neces¬ 
sarily the shooting would have remedied 
this defect, if it were the only one. 
Somerset. No. J. was not helped by 
shooting; the chances were a thousand 
to one that she would not be. This 
well gave up her oil at 69R feet. The 
w*ll was drilled below 900 feet, the deep-

Gold Exports Not Alarming. 

Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan Is not alarmed 
by the large gold exports. He says 
•^nslbly that the weak point in the 
present situation Is the condition of af¬ 
fairs abroad, and that as we can spare 
the precious metal It ought to go where 
It Is needed to sustain credits. Mr. Mor- 
gnn’s remark is that of a constructive 
financier ind not of a mere speculator 
who shapes his policy according to the 
temporary conditions. Mr. Morgan has 
made his money by looking far ahead 
and building up properties in whose 
steady Increases in value other peorle 
have been premltted to share. Being 
this sort of a man and not a wrecker 
he Is not disturbed by events of a su¬ 
perficial character such as the gold ex¬ 
ports. whose real tendency he can eas¬ 
ily perceive. 

The United States have more gold in 
their territory than any other nation 
In the world. The Increase in the mon¬ 
etary stock, including the Treasury’s 
bullion, for the twelve months ending 
November 1 has been 194.856.217. The 
stock of geld owned by the Government 
ofc the first day of this month was $259.- 
346.492, exclusive of that against which 
gold certificates were issued, but in- 
Hbdlng the reserve against the legal 
tend* r notes. Adding the gold against 
which certificates are held the Treas¬ 
ury Stock was 1541,025.152. This Is a 
very targe sum in Itself, and according 
to the Treasury estimates there was 
on the same date S633.858.471 In circula¬ 
tion. making the immense sum of $].- 
174,883.623 in this country, in addition 
to the gold th? bank note circulation 
hAS had an expansion of 128,219.035. 
which has Increased the general stock 
of money and made Interest rates iow 
oven at the height of the crop moving 
•eason. The rate has not go* above 6 
per cent., and has averaged not more 
than 4 per cent, all the fall. What Is 
•till more Important Is that general 
trade is better than ever befor * in near¬ 
ly all lines and money actively em¬ 
ployed. 

Contrast with the ear^* felt here the 
condU on of financin' affairs In Eu- 
rop England has been kept drained 
b> tl. • heavy expenses of th. % war. and 
Germany has suffered from two year* 
of trad* depression. France needs gold 
elthe- for another big loar or else to

•liver at par. The London Stock Ex¬ 
change and every bourse on the Con¬ 
tinent has suffered, and security Hold¬ 
ers have had to part with their 
American shares and bonds to raise 
money with which to hold domestic 
properties 

Under the circumstances It is easy to 
see how the $18,000,000 of gold we have 
exported has been of great benefit In 
Btrsutftltening the situation abroad. Lr 


No Cause For Grief. 

It is pretty generally conceed that 
there will be no tariff legislation at 
the coming sesHion of Congress. Dis¬ 
cussion there rnay and most probably 
will be. but the opponents of "tariff 
tinkering’* are likely to be too strong 
for those who think it good policy to 
make some reduction in rates of duty. 
In view of the preset t make-up *»f Con¬ 
gress. and the tendencies outside of It 
this In no cause for grief to tariff re- 
formeis. 

The Chicago Tribune, which Is a stal¬ 
wart protectionist before* elections and 
a free trader mut’h of the rest of the 
time, has an editorial saying. "Let the 
tariff alone.** It thinks the defects of 
the tariff are less harmful than an at¬ 
tempt to remove them would be. If the 
subject were taken up to improve the 
iron and steel schedule other indus¬ 
tries would insist that something be 
done for them. Some would want du¬ 
ties on their materials reduced, but 
others would Insist on higher rates. 
The Sugar Trust would wish to sacri¬ 
fice the revenue derived from raw 
sugar, and ho on. 

When we recall the experience wc 
have had on the revision of the tariff 
by Its friends. w*e nu^- well be Im¬ 
pressed with this suggestion. We had 
an experience of that kind In 1883. A 
tariff commission had been appointed, 
consisting entirely of strenuous protec¬ 
tionists, but it felt impelled to report 
that duties were much too high. A 
blll|o carry out the recommendations of 
the commission was Introduced, but it 
was so manipulated befors It got 
through the tsvo houses of Congreps 
that many of the rates were raised. 
Some unimportant reductions were 
made, but on the whole the new law 
was worse than that w hich preceded It 
Under it surplus revenue accumulated 
In the Treasury, and It became neces¬ 
sary to reduce It. Then we had an¬ 
other revision of the tariff by its 
friends. The act of 1890 was entitled 
a bMl to reduce the revenue, but It ac¬ 
complished that object by putting rates 
so high that importers could not pay 
them. The revenue decreased, how¬ 
ever, and a deficit followed, but the 
burdens of the taxpayers were enor¬ 
mously Increased, while w'ages were re¬ 
duced. 

In 1897 we had another rfvMton of the 
tairlff by Its friends, w'hen the rates 
were made higher than ever. Again the 
revenue fell off, and there was a deficit 
until the law wti* re-enforced by the 
War Revenue act, including another 
loan, since which time there luis been 
a surplus. A jmrt of the War Revenue 
Bill has been repealed, but there Is 
still an excess of revenue, which Con¬ 
gress will be asked to dilssi-pate. 

These three Instances of a revision of 
the tariff by protectionists give us a 
pretty good idea of what w*e might ex¬ 
pect if Congress were to undertake the 
task again. It l* adhiitted by many of 
the beneficiaries themselves that the ex¬ 
isting rates are altogether too high. 
But there are so many interests to be 
consulted that under the plan new ad¬ 
vocated by the <Sofn4nant party of giv¬ 
ing every beneficiary whatever he de¬ 
mand* A la practically certain that the 
sHualion would be made worse instead 
of better. No real reform of the tariff 
car. be expected from the men now in 
control, at least until public opinion 
compels It, and that Is not now the 
situation. Times are prosperous, and 
the majority IHogloally attribute the 
fact partially to the high rate of taxa¬ 
tion. 

Undoubtedly the revenue ought to be 
reduced without delay, that the surplus 
may not serve as an excuse for ex¬ 
travagant appropriations. That end 
may. however, be easily reached by re¬ 
pealing taxes Imposed by the War Rev¬ 
enue Bill, leaving the revision of the 
tariff to a time when It may be under¬ 
taken with a l>etter understanding of 
what the country really needs 


payers and consumers make for the sake 
of keeping thitf industry prosperous. 

The tariff on knit goods containing 
more or less wool Is graded. If they 
are valued abroad at not more than 
40 cents a pound the tax is 33 cents 
a pound and 50 per cent, ad valorem; 
If valued at more than 40 and less than 
70 cents a pound, the tax is 44 cents 
a pound and 50 per cent, ad valorem; 
If valued above 70 cents a pound, the 
tax Is 44 cents a pound and 65 per cent, 
ad valorem. If we desire to know how 
much the tax lx on a single pair of 
stockings, or a dozen pairs, wc cannot 
calculate it without first ascertaining 
the weight and the cost abroad, items 
tthleh are quite beyond the reach of the 
average consumer 

However, we have In the Trtamry re¬ 
ports statements of the value of differ¬ 
ent sorts of goods withdrawn for con¬ 
sumption. with the ad valodem equiv¬ 
alents of the duties paid. On*the first 
or cheapest class of knit goods above 
mentioned the ad valorem equivalent 
of the compound duties on the with¬ 
drawal for the fiscal year 1900 wan 
H5.56 per cent. On the second class the 
tax amounted to 117.62 per cent., and 
on the third to 82.81 per cent. Thu?- 
the cheaper the goods the higher th* 
percentage of tax. although the actual 
rate Is lower. The effort of these higher 
ad valorem equivalents Is practically 
prohibitive. The withdrawals «>f the 
first class for the year were of the 
value of only $250. and of the second uf 
$760, while of the third class they ex¬ 
ceeded $5.000,00v. 

Now the French treaty. If ratified, 
would reduce these rates by 20 per cent, 
or to 106.55 96.01 and 06.25 respectively. 
The representatives of the domestic in¬ 
dustry do not consider that protection. 
Yet the first protective tariff bill started 
out with a general lev»l of duties of 
6 per cent., and their avowed object was 
to giv^ Infant industries a chance to 
get on their feet After i 12 years these 
Infants have not got beyond the crying 
stage, but treat anything ie*s than 185 
per cent, on cheap hosiery as practically 
equivalent to free trade. 


The Recent Civil Service Order. 

The order Issued by the President, re¬ 
storing 1,600 employes to the olasrified 
uervlc*, was the outcome of a rather 
curious condition of affairs. 

These employes are In the Quarter¬ 
master**. Medical, Ordnance and En¬ 
gineer Deportments of the army, and 
their restoration to the classified service 
was asked by Secretary Root. 

The civil service rules were amended 
so as to cover these employes during 
the last year of President Cleveland's 
second Administration, but In 1899 Pres¬ 
ident McKinley Issued an order taking 
them from the operation of the civil 
sendee regulations and providing that 
appointments to the positions should be 
made on registration tests prescribed 
in regulations to be Ismied by the Sec¬ 
retary of War and approved by the 
President. 

"No. regulations," says Secretary Root, 
"have ever been Issued by the Secretary 
of War In regard to these positions. The 
result is that the legal statu* of all ap¬ 
pointees to these designated positions 
is somewhat In doubt, owing to the fact 
that, as no new* regulations have been 
prescribed and as the appointments are 
not governed by the provisions of the 
previous regulations, there are no rules 
or regulations governing their selection. 
If regulations were formulated by the 
Secretary of War it would result In 
two systems running side by side In the 
same department. Such a dual system 
of appointment In the bureaus would 
be open to serious objection.’* 

The meaning of which seems to be 
that the order Issued In 1899 Is regarded 
by Secretary Root and President Roose¬ 
velt as a mistake, which It Is the pur¬ 
pose of the present order to correct by 
revoking the previous order. 


Knit Fabrics. 

The knit goods manufacturers have 
al! along been among the most active 
opponents of the French reciprocity 
treaty They were much In evidence at 
the reciprocity conference at Washing¬ 
ton. One of them. Mr. Sheard. of N^w 
York. »aid that the French treaty would 
redue#* the duty or knit good- 2 to 10 
per cent, below the rates of the Wilson 
Bill. Ml. Osborne of Philadelphia, 
drew a pathetic picture of the helpless¬ 
ness of this industry without tariff pro¬ 
tection 

The masses of the people, who have to 
pay the advanced prices which protec 
tlon require*, are not generally advised 
of the extent of it. Th tariff sehedulr* 
are commented and require outside In- 
forma'ion t? make the amount of pro¬ 
tection intelligible. This information Is 
supplied by Treasury reports, but com¬ 
paratively few ever see th*m Asser¬ 
tions made by those who have an in¬ 
timate acquaintance with the subject 
are therefore afd to pass unchallenged. 
Nevertheless, it Is well enough for the 
people wrho pay the bills to know* how 
much protection theio Uarful mmn- 
factuters are getting, fo that they may 
appreciate the sacrifices which the tux-

SALT FAMINE IS IMMINENT 

IN THE SOUTH. 


Railroads Are Unable To Furnish 
Cars To Transport the Prod¬ 
ucts of the Mines. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Nov. 21.—The pre¬ 
vailing ear famine on all Southern rail- 
roads threatens a salt famine. The 
heaviest season for the use of salt In 
the South is between the month* of 
November and March. 

Local Jobber*, anticipating heavy de¬ 
mands. have had orders at the mines 
idnce early In October, but a* yet none 
has been filled. Saltville, Va,. the chief 
Southern point of supply. Is on the Nor¬ 
folk and Western railroad, which finds 
Itself unable to supply cars to the 
mine* in sufficient number to remove 
the output. 

A committee from the National Salt 
Company ha* been sent to New York 
to wait on President Henry Fink, of the 
Norfolk and Western, to furnish cars 
even at the expense of other traffic. 
If this committee* Is unable to relieve 
the stringent situation they will lay the 
Kubjcot before ihe iVpartment of Agri¬ 
culture and enlist the Government's in¬ 
fluence. 

The local representative of the Na¬ 
tional Salt Company saya the mines 
are 150 carluads Ixdiind orders and the 
situation is growing worse each suc¬ 
ceeding day The Saltville pktnt of the 
National Salt Company supplies not on¬ 
ly this section but all the Southwestern 
State*. It will be imjioss-ible for the 
company to relieve the situation In th a 
district for the reason that the same 
conditions a* to car shortage exist on 
all road* alike.

PANAMA READY FOR ATTACK. 


Uolon, Colombia. Nov. 21 .—The city 
of Colon wa* perfectly quiet all yes¬ 
terday and last night It is claimed 
In behalf of the Liberals that there has 
been no unseemly behavior. Foreign¬ 
ers are being respected and protected 
and transit across the Isthmus Is unin¬ 
terrupted. 

The post-office, prefecture, all the 
other Government offices and nearly all 
the commercial houses were closed yes¬ 
terday. 

The Government at Panama is still 
busy erecting breastworks in the vicin¬ 
ity of the railroad property. In the di¬ 
rection of which the Liberal attack Is 
expected. 

The* Mayor of Panama started in a 
launch belonging to Hu* canal company 
yesterday morning to report the state 
of affair* to Gen. Alban. Since the 
Mayor’s return to Panama it has been 
rumored that he found the General at 
Chorrera and that he decided to take 
his force back to Panama by land and 
re-enforce the garrison there. 

Certain sources of Information have 
It that the canal company’s largest 
launch was loaned to the Government 
lost Sunday to convey Gen. Alban and 
troops toward Chorrera, aud that it 

was sunk on Tuesday near Taboga.

Perry*, of the battleship Iowa, lying off 
that port, neither the State nor the 
Navy' Department received any ad¬ 
vices to-day concerning the situation 
on the Isthmus. 

The two dispatches stated that ev¬ 
erything vos quiet on the Isthmus, and 
that while Colon was In the possession 
of the Liberals, there had been no In¬ 
terference with transit or telegraphic 
communication since the notification 
that traffic had been reopened.

Interest In Chorrera Expedition. 

Great interest is felt In official circles 
here as to the outcome of the Chorrera 
expedition, for it is realized that the re¬ 
sult of the engagement at that point 
will be decisive In giving either the 
Conservative or the Liberal element 
control of the Isthmus. 

In a few days the gunboat Concord 
will have reached Panama to relieve 
the Iowa, and the Marietta on the At¬ 
lantic side will be at Colon to take the 
place of the Machias. However, if the 
present situation continues all four of 
these vessels will be held on the Isth¬ 
mus pending further developments. 

REVOLUTION CRUSHED. 

Report That Venezuelan Rebels Have 
Been Defeated. 

New York. Nov. 21.—Gonzales E»- 
teves. Consul General of Venezuela at 
New York, received the following 
cablegram to-day from Torres Carde¬ 
nas. General Secretary of the Republic: 

"The revolution, headed by Gen. Ma¬ 
tos. which was ready to break out. has 
been crushed and Its leaders are now 
in Jail. Country enjoys peace."

Upon the receipt of the above message 
Messrs. W. H. Camp and B. B. Vaughan 
had a conversation with Dr. Cave by 
long distance telephone. The doctor In¬ 
formed these gentlemen that he had 
made a full statement to his Presbytery 
to the effect that he had Initiated the 
step* that brought the call from Tabb- 
street church, and said that he was 
deeply* distressed at the action of the 
Presbytery declining to accept his res¬ 
ignation.

The com¬ 
posers for the once have broken away 
from the ttme-dlehonored methods of noise 
and Jingle-Jangle, horseplay and bodily 
assaults. a plfokety-pllnk, Inky-dlnk- 
**then-you*ll-whistle-me’’ score and a bool 
made up of Joke* each three score and 
ten. 

Instead, the music, while light, grace¬ 
ful and flowing tn every number, ensemble 
anti finale, possesses purpose and meaning, 
a* well as melody. Is appropriate to the 
theme and situation and appeals to the 
sense as well as the sense*. 

The story of Mistress Doily Varden, the 
charming little country maid, who mas¬ 
querades os a middle, apes the smart 
dame*, outwits her guardian and mar¬ 
ries her soldier after all, la a connected 
and possible as well as a pretty bit of 
fancy. Score ami libretto arc* in harmony, 
the music of Mr. Edwards chiming in 
with the Incidents of Mr. Stange. not be¬ 
ing thrown bodily Into the breach of the 
fibretitiat’s Imagination. There are numer¬ 
ous quaint und attractive conceits, hu¬ 
mor that does not bear a trade mark, 
life and go and color a plenty. 

The time, in the reign of George I. and 
Louis XV., is one that lends Itself to rich 
and beautiful dressing. The gowns are 
dainty and charming In their general ef¬ 
fect. rich and handsome In fabric and 
texture. The men wear the laces and ruf¬ 
fles, knee breeches and buckled shoes of 
the period.

MATHIS TESTIFIES 

WITH SMILING UNCONCERN. 


No Attempt At Lynching^and He Is 
Now In Jail—Will Be Tried At 
Special Term. 


Oxford. MUs.. Nov. 21.—Will Mathis, 
the murderer of the two Montgomerys, 
who gave himself up last night to the 
officers of the law at Dallas, twenty 
miles southeast of ‘this place, was 
brought here at 12 o’clock to-day by a 
po««<* of fifty armed men. When first 
arrested Mathis confessed to having 
shot the two Montgomerys and gave a 
detailed account of the deed, which 
tallied with the confession made by the 
negro Orlando Lester, Mathis* partner 
In the crime. Upon reaching Oxford 
Mathis voluntarily made a statement 
before the Coroner’s Jury. He denbd 
having done the footing and said he 
held the lamp and a plrtol while Orlan¬ 
do Lester did the rhootlng. Mathis said 
he regretted having burn*, d the bodice. 

Throughout the examination Mathis 
manual r ed a looks of smiling uncon¬ 
cern. At the conclusion of the brief ex¬ 
amination District Attorney Roane read 
a telegram from Judge Lowrcy. of 
Bn<i svilie, which said he was willing to 
hold a special term of court and give 
Mathis & trial at once. The prisoner was 
then hurried to the Jail and safely 
locked uip without any attempt being 
made by the vast crowd assembb <1 to 
lynch him.

Nov. 21.—King Edward has 
checkmated the thrifty British nobles 
and others who proposed to line their 
pockets with American and continental 
gold by the sale of their seats In West¬ 
minster Abbey for the coronation cere¬ 
mony by decreeing that, except In of¬ 
ficial capacity, none but British sub¬ 
jects are to be present. He has decided 
that the mere fact of a:./ seat being 
sold dispossesses both the holder nnd 
the nominee from the right of occupy¬ 
ing It. It is understood that large sums 
have been offered, both In America and 
Europe, for seats on the occasion of the 
coronation.

The operators reorganized to¬ 
day. maxing all the nonunion employes 
stockholders, and say they Intend to 
operate the mines at all hazards. The 
union men declare thewnlnes cannot be 
run unless they are unionized, and seri¬ 
ous trouble is expected. 

MORE EVIDENCE SECURED. 

Important Facts Developed In Evans¬ 
ville Murder Investigation. 
Evansville, Ind.. Nov. 21.—rspecial.]— 
Some important evidence came out In 
the Coroner's investigation this after¬ 
noon regarding the death of Mrs. 
Georgia Railey. who was murdered on 
the night of November 11. It was es¬ 
tablished that Patrolman Sherwell, who 
Is charged with causing the death of 
Miss L?na Renner, was on intimate 
terms with Mrs. Railey and that he 
was with her early In the evening of 
the murder and that a man resembling 
Sherwell and another whose identity 
has not yet ben established, together 
with a woman supposed to be Mrs. 
Radley, went to the home of the Renner 
girl in a surrey and that ill! four de¬ 
parted together. The prisoner’s friends 
are working to establish an alibi for 
him. 

The police and Coroner are confident 
that If Sherwell was guilty of the crime 
charged against him, he had an ac¬ 
complice and efforts are being made to 
discover the man's Identity. 

Sherwell absolutely refuses lo talk, ( 
but maintains his suave manner and 
says that tu- will come out of the 
trouble all right. He Is wonderfully cool 
in his attitude and never allows hlma;*lf 
to be taken off his guard. 

GOV. DURBIN HOMELESS. 

Is Anxious To Obtain a Suitable Ex¬ 
ecutive Mansion. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 21.—It Is likely 
that Gov. Durbin, in his message to 
the next Legislature./Will recommend 
that an appropriation be made to pro¬ 
vide for a Governor’s residence. At 
the last session a bill for the Governor’s 
residence was Introduced by Represent¬ 
ative Scifers. of Salem, but it was sud¬ 
denly withdrawn when the movement 
for economy began fliat resulted In the 
death <»f the Muncle N’ormul School and 
Columbus Epileptic Vllluge Bills. 

Since the last Legislature met the 
Governor has been hunting a suitable 
home In this city, and is almost at his 
wit’s end. He Is rated as one of the 
wealthiest Governors the State has ever 
had, and It is known that he would like 
to entertain socially. In a manner befit¬ 
ting bis official station. If he can get a 
suitable residence At present he and 
Mrs. Durbin have uj»artments at the 
Hotel English, and they may have to 
remain there during the winter unless 
they can get a suitable residence. 

TROUBLE OVER POST-OFFICE.

Greensburg. 

Oreensburg, Ind.. Nov. 21.—The fight 
over the selection of a Postmaster In 
this city has reopened with renewed 
vigor between the friends of James K.

THE PROSECUTION’S CHARGES 


Little 


Additional Light Thrown On the Killing 
James Seymour Ayres By the Testimony 
Heard Yesterday. 


of 


Washington. Nov. 21.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bonine on the charge of 
killing James Seymour Ayres. Jr., was 
fairly launched to-day. The preliminary 
presentation of the case on behalf of the 
Government was made by Assistant 
District Attorney Hugh T. Taggart, 
and after he had concluded a number 
of witnesses were heard. Mr Taggart s 
statement consumed only about an hour 
and fifteen minutes, and consisted for 
the most part of a review of the circum¬ 
stances connected with the tragedy. Mr. 

Taggart stated the theory of the prose¬ 
cution to be that Ayres was murdered 
by Mrs. Bonine and that she gained ad¬ 
mission to his room In the Kenmore 
Hotel through the window, reaching It 
by means of the fire escape. He attempt¬ 
ed to show that she was piqued by his ( 
nonattention to her. 

Mrs. Bonine apparently was unmoved [ _ _ ___ _ „ iVT:iuw , l 

by his representations. Once or twice I session was Harry A. Wise, a photo 

during the address she leaned over and-- - * * - ■ 

spoke tu her attorneys. The wltmssfs 
of the day did not throw any new light 
upon the killing 

In his addrxvfs Mr. Taggart '’untended 
that the killing of young Ayres had been 
felonious and malicious and therefore 
was to be characterized as murder, as 
charged In the Indictment. There was a 
tie between the prisoner and the dead 
man In the fact that Ayres was a stu¬ 
dent of dentistry and she had studied 
medicine. As a consequence she be¬ 
came a frequent visitor to hl» room in 
the hotel, where they both lived, net 
only In the day time, but at night a? 
well, and he added, "the door was not 
always open when she was there.” 

He told of the quarrels between them, 
saying that Ayres ceased to speak to 
h*r and that she complained of his In¬ 
gratitude. 

”We expect to show,” he said, “that 


while she made advances to him Ayres 
did not avail himself of the opportunity 
thus afforded beyond dancing with her 
again.” 

He had danced with her on the night 
before the tragedy, but had shown that 
he was averse to a renewal of the 
former familiar intercourse. As an In¬ 
stance of his attitude toward Mrs Bo¬ 
nine, Mr. Taggart said that Ayres had 
refused to accept a carnation from her 
on the Monday before the killing. It 
wa*. therefore, evident, said the at or- 
ney. that, while he was Indifferent, 
there was a disposition on her part to 
mollify him. 

Mr. Taggart spoke for an hour and 
fifteen minute*, and w'hen he concluded 
Mr. iKniglasa announced that the de¬ 
fense would reserve its presentation of 
the case.

Mr. Taggart commerrted upon Mrs. 
Bonlne’s visit to Ayres' room, bitf. their 
places were Immediately taken by oth¬ 
ers.

JUDGE WILL DECIDE 

SUIT FOR $1,500,000. 


Cl^klm of Herbert W. Pearson Against 
J. J. Hill Withdrawn From 
Jury On Second Trial. 


St. Paul. Minn.. Nov. 21.—The suit of 
Herbert W. Pearson for $1,500,000 
against President J. J. Hill, of th* 
Great Northern railway, alleged to be 
due for location of Immense coal fields 
for the railway company, wa* called 
fer a second trial to-day. The firat trial 
resulted In a disagreement. To-day it 
was expecLed that another long trial 
would begin, but counsel, after a con¬ 
ference. agreed to submit the case to 
Judge Kelley on the testimony taken 
at the former trial and on briefs to be 
filed alternately. 

Mr. Pearson, a man Interested In sci¬ 
entific matters, claimed to have located 
In the West extensive area# of coal 
fields for the railway company, and 
that he had not been paid as agreed. 
The amount of coal he claims to have 
discovered for the ralUvay aggregates 
nearly 100.000.000 tons. 

It Is exceptional that a cose of such 
Importance Is thus withdrawn from n 
Jury and submitted to a Judge, who Is 
to pass both upon the law and the evi¬ 
dence. 

The difficulty of bringing scientific 
and abtruse questions before a Jury, 
the great expense of such a trial, and 
the time required moved the attorneys 
on both sides to submit the case to 
Judge Kelley as arbitrator, and briefs 
embaying contentions on legal point* 
will be prepared.

SKELETON IN CAVE. 


Probably Remains of Man Who Dis¬ 
appeared Twenty-five Years Ago. 

Louisa. Ky.. Nov. 21.-— [Special.]—On 
Pushy creek. In this county, a few dnys 
ngo. some boys were playing in a cave 
or "rock house" which extended back 
Into a hill about forty feet, when they 
were horrified to find a human skull 
and the bones of a human form lying 
near by. 

The people of the neighborhood were 
notified, and considerable excitement 
followed. The skeleton was that of a 
man. T^e skull was well preserved. 
The bones were lying In what appeared 
to be a quantity of ashes. It la thought 
the skeleton was uncovered by some 
hogs that had been In the crave. The 
theory is that when the body was placed 
1 there a fire was built on It in the hope 
of destroying all traces of It. 

The older citizens of that community 
ere confident that the dlscoverey ex¬ 
plains the mysterious disappearance of 
a man about twenty-five years ago. 
Isaac Bryant was the name of the man. 
He suddenly disappeared and no trace 
of him was <*v*r discovered. It was sus¬ 
pected that he had been murdered, but 
no evidence was scoured In support of 
ih* theory. The Rffalr created a great 
deal of excitement at the time, and has 
been the subject of much comment 
etnee. Bryant was something near fif¬ 
ty years old. He. was a menil>er of the 
Fourteenth Kentucky regiment during 
the war. 

The skull Is said to conform to th* 
pomewhat peculiar shape of Bryant’s 

head.

NO CASE AGAINST MRS. HART- 
LEE, JAIL MATRON. 


Satisfied That She Put Her Arms 
About Mrs. Luddy and Apol- 
ogized. 


The trial of Mrs. Florence Hartlee, 
jail matron, in the Police Court yester¬ 
day on the charge of disorderly con¬ 
duct resulted in the dismissal of the 
case by Judge McCann. The specific 
allegation was that Mrs. Hartlee had 
forcibly entered the residence of Thom¬ 
as J. Luddy. 2522 Rowan street, while 
In search of Mrs. Thomas Riley, of 2526 
Rowan street. Mrs. Hartlee made a 
mistake ln the number of the house. 

Mr. Luddy was the first witness and 
testified that when his wife opened the 
door for Mrs. Hartlee, the latter forced 
her way In. saying that she wanted 
"Stella," that "Stella” was In the house 
and that "Stella" she would have. He 
said that Mrs. Hartlee pushed Ills wife 
aside and greatly frightened her. He 
denied that Mrs. Hartlee placed her 
arm around his wife and apologized for 
making the mistake in the house. 

‘‘She rushed out," said Mr. Luddy, 
"ns she rushed ln—like one half crazy." 

Prosecuting Attorney Robert J. Ha¬ 
gan did not wish to prosecute the case 
further, but Mr J. J. Fitzgerald, coun¬ 
sel for Mrs. Hartlee, insisted on a full 
vindication. 

Mrs. Luddy then testified and corrob¬ 
orated her husband, especially as to 
Mrs. Hartlee shoving her aside. 

Mrs. Hartlee. In her testimony, said 
that Mrs. Riley was brought to the 
Jail September 17 as being probably In¬ 
sane She had Just escaped from a 
sanitarium ln Carthage, O.. where she 
had been sent for treatment. Her be¬ 
havior on the train caused her to be 
taken in charge. 

Mrs. Hartlee said that her search for 
Mr* Riley was at the request of the 
latter’s relatives, and that when she 
found that she was In the wrong house, 
she placed her arms around Mrs. Lud- 
dy and apologized. Mrs. Hartlee ac¬ 
knowledged that when Mrs. Riley was 
found. Patrolman Steve Condley. who 
accompanied her. had to use force In 
removing Mrs. Rllev. 

Patrolman Condley fully corroborat¬ 
ed Mrs. Hartlee. and said that when 
they knocked at Mr. Luddy’s door, they 
were invited in

Beef Is being bulled. Already the 
price Hi from one cent to two cents 
higher on the pound than it was In the 
summer, and there Is a prospect for a 
still further rle* from rather than a fall 

to normal prices. 

The condition which exists In Louis¬ 
ville Is common to the whole country. 
In New York City the rise began in 
Septemljer. and at the present time 
meat is commanding the highest price 
In seven years, with the exception of 
1895-96. when a higher prlc*' prevailed 
for a short time. Experienced meat 
dealers who have had the chance of 
traveling over the country and seeing 
conditions for themselves predict that 
the present range of prices will con¬ 
tinue for at lea*?t two years to oome. 
with the possibility that abnormal rates 
will be In force for three or four years. 

While the price of pork ha® fallen two 
cent* since September, it i* still two 
cents higher than It was this time a 
year ago It seems likely that pork 
will remain lit this quotation, although 
a ri*e from a com to a cent and a ba4f 
a pound ln beef will not be surprising. 

Veal Is now bringing Just six cents 
more a pound than Is ordinarily asked 
The increase goes with the hiereased 
price In milk. The farmers find that 
they can make more money by racing 
lidfers Into milk cows than by selling 
them for veal. A week’s supply of milk 
now exceeds? in value that of a four- 
weeks-old calf. 

The rise of the price of bogs is gen¬ 
erally attributed to the short corn crop. 
Corn commands in the market seventy- 
five oems a bu&hel. The return of a 
bushe< of ctom in merchantable pork, ac¬ 
cording to the farmer's calculation, l* 
fifty-four cent®, and the price for pork 
Is six and three-quarters cent*. The 
same line of reasoning holds good In th* 
r-ase of cattle, as the farmer* are put¬ 
ting their former grazing land® into 
grain. 

Inadequate housing last winter cou**ed 
the deiatih of thousands of cattle, and 
the "cornstalk disease" has still fur 
thee cut down the production of beef. 

The shortage first affedta the man 
with small herds, then the whcylesaAers. 
In turn the retailers, and finally the 
householder* and consumers. 

F/gg* are up ln price, and It seems 
likely that the poultry man. like the 
former with his corn and hog®, will 
find egg* cheaper than chicken®. But¬ 
ter I* up, and U now has the appear¬ 
ance that the statement that a salaried 
man’* Income has only 75 peT cent, of 
its former purchasing power ha® either 
come true or i* on the verge of fulfill¬ 
ment.
